Railroads Will Fight. 


President Wilson signed the eight-hour 


bill passed by congress to avert the threat- 
ned strike of railroad employes. 
The 


order to take from their posts 400,(X)0 
men of the railroad brotherhoods and 
paralyzing the traffic of the country, 
which was to have gone into effect at 7 


clock on Monday morning, was rescind- 


ed following the passage by congress of 
he bill providing that eight hours shall 
be a day's work for the 400,000 members 
of the four great labor brotherhoods. 
Presidents of the railroad systems of the 
country denounce the eight-hour meas- 
ure as "a shameful thing" and predict 
that United States supreme court will 
speedily declare it unconstitutional. It 
is expected a suit attacking the law will 
be liled within a few days. The senate 
passed the bill by a vote of 43 to 28. The 
passing of the bill through both houses 
was like a well rehearsed play. 
Railroad 


men, who had been the most interested 
observers of the action of congress, said 
the increase of wages legislated by con- 
jees would mean about twenty-five per 
cent, and that the increase in cost of op- 
eration of the 225 railroad systems of the 
countrv would amount to §60,006,000.

Railroads Will Fight. 
President Wilson signed the eight-hour 
bill passed by congress to avert the threat­ 
ened strike of railroad employes. 
Tho 
order to take from their i>osts 400,(X)0 
men of the railroad brotherhoods and 
paralyzing the trallic ot the country, 
which >vas to have gone into effoct at 7 
o’clock on ¡Monday morning, was rescind­ 
ed following tlie passage by congress of 
tho bill providing that eight hours shall 
be a day’s work for the 400,000 members 
of the four great labor brotherhoods. 
Presidents of the railroad systems of the 
country denounce the eight*hour meas­ 
ure as *‘a shameful thing” and predict 
that United States supreme court will 
speedily declare it unconstitutional. 
It 
is expected a suit attacking the law will 
be liled within a few days. 
The senate 
passed the bill by a vote of 43 to 28. The 
passing of the bill through both houses 
was like a well rehearsed play. 
Railroad 
men, who had been the most interested 
observers of the action of congress, said 
the increase of ^vages legislated by con­ 
gress would mean about twenty-iive per 
cent, and that the increase in cost of op­ 
eration of the 225 railroad systems of the 
country would amount to §60,00(5,000.

“Genoa, though of about equal ase 
with Marseilles as a harbor, first csme 
into commercial fame during the cftrly 
middle ases. Sldon, Tyre, Athens, Co­ 
rinth, Carthage, Ragusa, Pisa, Venice 
and a host of other cities have at one 
time and another fought a bitter rh al- 
ry with Marseilles, and of soniv> of 
these even the history of their efforts 
is forgotten, while their one-time rival 
has passed- througli several declines to- 
w’ard an even greater future. 
“Tracing its descent frOm 
early 
Phenician times, the fortunes of Mar­ 
seilles have fluctuated with the for- 
tune.s of civilization tiprm the Zdediter- 
ranean coasts. The Phoceans, a Greek 
people whose trading instincts carried 
them beyond the confines of tlie known 
world of their day, came after the 
Phcnicians, 
took 
Marseilles 
from 
them and made it the New’^ York of 
the ancient w'orld. 
Duo to their en­ 
terprise Marseilles became the first of 
trading cities, and. during the Ptmic 
wars, its aid s.'ived Rom e. 
“Situated in tlie center of things 
Mi^literranean on the Gulf of the Lion, 
enjoying the advantages of an excel­ 
lent harbor, well equipped, together 
with a rich and productive hinterland, 
Marseilles has again become the first 
port on the inland sea, the first port

Haiti is one country wiiere almost 
everything is utilized, particularly if 
the substance be wood or tin. Lumber 
is SGO per thousand, and any substi* 
tute for it is eagerly welcomed. 
For Insrance, a partition fence be­ 
longing to some w^ell-to-do people on a 
prominent street is made of the tops 
bottoms and sides of packing boxe> 
that contained cans of condensed m ilk; 
tw'O dooi's farther on is a fence mtide 
of old barrel staves; and a comblmt- 
tion of barrel staves and packiug-box 
strips for fencing is by no means un­ 
common. 
Tin cans, with the solder melted off 
and the tops and bottoms removed, are 
flattened out and used as shingles, in 
mendiug fences, patching holes, au‘l 
for numerous other purposes. 
The five-gallon oit cans, how'ever, 
arc prized and cherished family pos­ 
sessions. 
These cans have a regular 
market value of 15 to 20 cents gold. 
Itjs no unusual occurrence for a w^om- 
an to buy a five gallon can of kero­ 
sene, hoist it to lier head, and tramp 
all day pedding the oiLin small quan­ 
tities—at cost, if she can do no bet­ 
ter—just for the sake, of obtaining the 
tin. 
These receptacles are used for car* 
rying w'ater, boiling clothes and stor­ 
ing and cooking food. 
The tins in w'hlch five pounds of lard 
come have a value of 10 cents golil, 
and 
a standard measure, known 
locally as ti ‘inamite.” They are used 
as a dry measure generally for corn, 
beans, salt and the like.

Will Keep the Doctor Away

]f cvervoiio w-nild drink as imicli pure water as they ought and 
breathe as nuu-h fresh air as they think they do, no one would have to 
tlilnk «bout a doctor. 
Air is the first ncccsFity of life. 
It is more important than good 
food—it is even more important than water. 
"Wc can live days withoxit 
food, A considerable time without water, but wc cannot do without air 
nibre than a few minutes. 
Air that is good for brealhing purposes should be fresh, cool, have 
motion and the proper degree of humidity. 
Drafts signify danger to 
most people. Yet a gentle draft is one of man’s best friends. 
Colds do nót come from drafts. They ai’e various forms of catarrhal 
disease and are caused by germs. 
Of course too strong a draft will chill 
Bome portion of the body so much as to lower its resistance to those germs, 
but as a general rule air currents do more good than harm. 
The proper way to get good ventilation in a house is to have a cross­ 
current of air. 
To do this }'0u must have an entrance for fresh air and 
an open window' or door on the opposite side of the room for the used air 
to go out by. 
When this is not practical, circulation of air can be secured by having 
4 windovi' open both top and bottom. 
Stagnant air is almost as bad as no air at all. 
If impossible to 
obtain this natural motion of air, artificial means should be employed. 
Electric fans are good. Hand fans help. American men could well adopt 
tlie custom of the Jap, who goes to his business with a fan in his hand. 
In this coimtry there are 35,000 deaths annually from typhoid 
fever—most of the cases being caused by infected drinking water. 
In European cities w'here for man}'^ years especial care has been taken 
»0 provide safe water supplies, the annual death rate from typhoid fever 
seldom exceeds 10 per 100,000 people, while often the rates are lower than 
5 peí 100,000. 
The water we drink should be wholesome, absolutely elcan, and free 
from an excessive amount of minerals.

Third Victim Dies. 


Following an illness of two days from 


infantile paralysis, Bernard, 17-year-old 
son of J. W. Kohler, near Siewartstown, 
died on Monday. This is the first death 
in York county caused by the dread dis- 
ease. Kohler's case is the third discover- 
ed in York county, and that in an entire 
new quarter, the lower end. The other 
two cases are in the northern and eastern 
parts of the county. The condition of the 
other two victims, Cora Watson, of near 
Rossville, and Budd Stine, of Yorkana, 
continue to improve. Both are said to be 
out of danger. Both arms and legs of 
young Kohler are said to have been affect- 
ed as a result of the disease. It is said that 
no visitors from out of the state were 
guests at the Kohler home during the past 
week or ,more, and the cause of the out- 
break is a mystery. 


The discovery that Budd Stine, 2-year- 


old son of Harry Stine, of Yorkana, was 
made the second case of the dread plague 
in York county. The child became ill on 
August 10th, with spasms, and shortly 
afterwards spinal meningitis developed. 
On August 21st signs of infantile paralysis 
were noticed and since that time the case 
has been under observation. 


Throws Himself Under Truck. 


After having made an unsuccessful at- 


tempt to jump under the wheels of an au- 
tomobile truck on the Gettysburg battle- 
field on Sunday, Fred. Geffkin, 24 years 
old, of Akron, O., formerly of York, repeat- 
ed the attempt near Marietta on Monday 
morning and was instantly killed. Geffkin 
was one of a party of 20 Yorkers who w ere 
on their way to Hcrshey, traveling in a 
truck driven by his brother-in-law, James 
L. Martin, whom he was visiting. Without 
warning, Geffkin leaped from the machine, 
and in falling his head struck immediately 
in front of the hind wheel, which passed 
over it, causing instant death. There ap- 
pears to be a strong probability that Geff- 
kin committed 
suicide. 
According to 


Thomas Martin, with whom he had rid- 
den in the truck to Gettysburg on Sun- 
day, Geffkin made a similar leap from the 
machine while passing over the battlefield. 
Geffkin, following that leap, is said to have 
declared to Thomas Martin that he want- 
ed to die, that he intended to try suicide 
again, and that if he failed lie would throw 
himself under a train on a proposed trip 
to Baltimore later in the week. It is be- 
lieved that he was mentally deranged.

Hogs Dying From 


Strange Disease. 


The State Agricultural Department is 


puzzled by a strange disease which is kill- 
ing hogs in Conewago township just out- 
side Hanover borough. During the past' 
few weeks 28 hogs owned by Henry Sell, 
have died of the discus.', three owned by 
David Forney, four by Pius Weaver, and 
one belonging to Michael Bortner, all of 
the same neighborhood, have lost their 
lives due to the same d'scase. Last week 
a state veterinarian came from Harrisburg 
to ascertain the cause. At that time Mr. 
Sell's 28 hogs were dead and the only re- 
maining one was showing symptoms of 
the malady. The visiting veterinarian 
killed the sick hog and performed a post 
mortem examination but failed to find in- 
dications of any disease known to veterin- 
ary science. The hogs first show signs of 
weakness, their legs give out and they 
gradually die, in much the same way 
they would die of exhaustion.

Throws Himself Under Truck, 
After having made an unsuccessful at­ 
tempt to jump under the wheels of an au­ 
tomobile truck on the Gettysburg battle­ 
field on Sunday, Fred. GeiTkin, 2-1 years 
old, of Akron, 0., formerly of York, repeat­ 
ed the attempt near Marietta on Mondaj^ 
morning and was instantly killed. GeiTkin 
was one of a party of 20 Yorkers who were 
on their way to Hershey, traveling in a 
truck driven by his brother-in-law, James 
L. Martin, whom he was visiting. Without 
%varning, GeiTkin leaped from the machine, 
and in falling his head struck immediately 
in front of the hind wheel, which passed 
over it, causing instant death.

Drugs 
With Suicidal Intent. 


Melancholy because of family discord, 


it is said, Mrs. Samuel Baublitz, of near 
Abbottstown, attempted suicide on Fri- 
day morning, when she swallowed the con- 
tents of several bottles of drugs. Mrs. 
Baublitz is confined to the York hospital, 
where physicians say she will recover. 
The reaction of these various drugs against 
one another, it is believed, will save her 
life. Friends of the woman say that sh£ 
bad complained on several occasions of be- 
ing tired of living, declaring that family 
trouble made her life a misery-. Mrs. 
Baublitz arose shortly after 5 o'clock, anc 
while the other members of the family 
were still sleeping, she made a collection 
of the drugs about the house, it is said 
and formed a compound of them. It is 
said that she then swallowed a large quan- 
tity of the mixture. When her busbant 
learned of the woman's set he immediate- 
ly summoned Dr. T. C. Miller, of Abbotts- 
| town. The physician administered an an- 
tidote to counteract the poison. He then 
took the woman, accompanied by her 9- 
months-old son, to the York hospital, in 
his automobile. 
Included among the 


drugs swallowed by Mrs Baublitz, it is 
said, were 150 grams of sodium bromide, 
a quantity of hydracid and four ounce of 
liquid quinine and strychnine. Any ol 
these drugs, taken separately would have 
killed her, physicians believe.

Two youths, aged 15 and 17 years, claim-

and food. 
During 
fhe heated season 
he lemon Is an In- 
aluablc aid In pre­ 
paring 
c o o l i n g 
diiidcs. The acid of the lemon is cool­ 
ing to tho blood, and when the drink 
Is «'ombined with egg It Is also nour­ 
ishing. 
A well-beaten egg or two 
stirred Into a glass of lemonaile will- 
t>ften 
convey 
all 
tho 
nourishment 
needed, and the patient does not real- 
li:e (if he falls to have an appetite) 
that he Is really being ^ed. 
During the hot weather such foods 
a^i custards, plain rice, t'arina and corn- 
''tareh. as well as rice flour, make del­ 
icate dishes, easily digested by an in- 
Viilhl. 
An uncooked custard Is liked 
by many, simply chill the milk, add 
the egg and sugar, heat well, and servo 
with a hit of flavoring and a piu'*h of 
salt. This is one form of egg nog. 
It Is never safe to experiment with 
foods upon a convalescent as “what is 
ime man*'« food Is another man’s poi­ 
son.’* 
Buttermilk will agree beauti* 
fully wiih some* people with intestinal 
troul)le when eream. top milk ami 
malted foods cannot be taken at all. 
TIu* physician should always hi* con­ 
sulted and his a<lvice carefully fol­ 
lowed In regiird to the proper feeding. 
Such foods as deilealely cookeil eggs, 
kumiss, milk gr«(d, barley or rice flour 
grut‘l (long and well cooked), or scald­ 
ed milk are often well borne by those 
irnuhled with inflammation of the di­ 
gestive tract. 
<*oli(*ky baby may often be re­ 
lieved from iiain by giving a half of 
a soda-mint tablet dissolved In a little 
warm water. 
Lay a warm water bag 
between your knees and turn the baby 
stomaeh down over this; rub and pat 
i;enli.\ and the pain will dlsapii^ ar In a 
tew minutes. 
As these are the trying weeks for 
babies, they slnmld have especial eare, 
keeplnu them eool and allowing them 
to have an oecasional et)ol drink.

Melon Sherbet.—Cut the edible por­ 
tion of a mufcikmelon in cubes. 
To a 
quart of water add a i)ound of sugai 
and boil for ten minutes, tiien add 
*easpooiiful of gelatin, softened In two 
lablespoonfuls of cold water; strain in 
to the free7.i*r an<l when cool add ilu 
juice of flve lemons and freeze. Si-rvt 
wUh the melon cubes as a garnish o) 
the sherbet may be served in luiiloi.

Green Corn Cakes.—Take one quar 
of green corn, cut from the cob. or 
grated and pressed from tin* hulls; twi* 
cupfuls of milk, one cupful of flour 
two weil-beaten eggs, salt and peppei 
to taste and u tablespoonful of olive ob 
or melted butter.

In a severe stroke delivered by Brit* 
isih and French troops on tho Sonjme 
Sunday the German front for a Hs* 
lance of six and one-half miloj from 
Ginchy to Clery, was smashed. 
Three towns were occupied by the 
allies—Guillemont by the BritLih, wlio 
also won a hold on Ginchy, and Fores I 
and Clery by tho iFrencii.
